indicates  that  the  installation  has  undergone  con- 


siderable expansion  since  World  War  11. 

The  installation  (Figures  2 and  3)  contains 
troop  barracks,  warehouses,  vehicle  mainte- 
nance and  storage  buildings,  POL  and  ammuni- 
tion storage,  and  a small  arms  firing  range.  It 
reportedly  houses  AAA,  tank,  and  motorized 
rifle  troops. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railrood  Service 

The  area  is  bisected  by  the  Chop-Perechin 
rail  line.  Two  to  three  tracks  serve  two  track- 
side  docks  and  one  rail-end  loading  dock.  The 
warehouse  area  is  rail  served. 

Road  Service 

The  area  is  situated  on  an  all-weather,  hard- 
surface  road.  . 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  191  contains  20  single  story  150-  by 
35-foot  barracks,  two  permanent  150-  by  50- 
foot  multistory  headquarters  buildings,  and  six 
50-  by  25 -foot  barracks. 

Area  D2  contains  fourteen  100-  by  50-foot 
barracks. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  16  permanent  1.50-  by  50- 
foot  buildings  in  a warehouse  area,  one  50-  by 
50-foot  warehouse  with  a loading  platform,  and 
three  300-  by  50- foot  warehouses. 

Ammunition  Storage  Areas 

Area  FI  contains  nine  20-  by  20- foot  par- 
tially bunkered  ammunition  storage  buildings, 


Area  F2  contains  four  100-  by  20-foot  ammuni- 
tion storage  buildings  and  two  20-  by  20-foot 
partially  bunkered  ammunition  storage  build- 
ings, and  Area  F3  contains  two  20-  by  20-foot 
ammunition  storage  buildings. 

POL  Storage  Area 

Area  G contains  three  20-  by  10-foot  mis- 
cellaneous storage  buildings,  pumping  facili- 
ties, and  10  circular  tanks,  eight  25  feet  in 
diameter  and  two  50'  feet  in  diameter.

Area  ,1  contains  two  motor  parks,  one  1,000 
by  1,000  lect  and  one  1,500  by  1,000  feet,  a 2,500- 
by  1,500- foot  equipment  park,  three  1.00-  by  50- 
foot  administration  buildings,  11  vehicle  storage 
sheds,  six  150  by  50  feet  and  five  350  by  100  feet, 
five  100-  by  35-foot  vehicle  maintenance  build- 
ings, five  vehicle  maintenance  shops,  three  350 
by  .1.00  feet  and  two 300  by  75  feet,  and  eight.  100- 
by  50-foot  vehicle  storage  sheds. 

Small  Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L is  a 325-  by  100-foot  small  arms 
firing  range  with  two  range  buildings. 
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
